SUBJECT : Indoctrination for Access to CCMINT 



1. By direction of the President, the Secretary of the Treasury, 
Hon. George M. Humphrey was indoctrinated for access to CCMINT on 
March 10, 1953, in connection with his participation in delibera- 
tions of the National Security Council.
